In no 
other area, producing sugar for 
domestic production, can the same 
number of man'hours produce so 
much sugar, as right here on the 
shores of Lake Okeechobee, he 
said. . 

After giving a brief history of 
sugar production in the state, Jones 
discussed assets Of the water can- 
trol — drainage and irrigation — 
by the Central and South Florida 
Flood Control District (FCD). 

He said nearly $90 million has 
been spent om water control in the 
agricultural area south of Lake 


'Okéechobée with a net result of 


no cost to the taxpayers due to 
annual increases in taxes. collected 
by the Federal governmeht. This 
increase allows the government to 
spend more, he pointed out. 
Jones stated .that unlike farm- 
ers in western areas of the U. S. 
who pay $8 to, $36 per acre for ir-. 
rigation' watér, farmers ‘water,

Increases In Fla. 


The production of electricity in x 
Florida during the first six months | 
of last year moved upward 8 per 
cent, out-pacing most other indi- 
cators of the state's economic 
growth, the Florida State Chamber 
of Commerce reported yesterday. 

“The total output of the state's 

electric plants, just reported 
through June, 1961, came to 10,- 
318,036,000 kilowatt-hours. Mark- 

ing the enormous strides made by 

the electric industry in recent 

years, this six-month total was 

more than was produced in the full- 

year 1954 and almost twice the d 
1950 annual total. te 


“Florida’s 8 per cent gain for the 
six months stood well above the 
national average of 2 per cent. 

“Electric production for sale by 
utility companies, both public and - 
Private, accounted for 91 per cent 
of the Florida six-month total and 


the previous year. Production of 
electricity by large industry for its 
own use was up about one per cent. 

“The capacity of all electric: 4^ 
plants in the state stood at 4,287,- d 
132 kilowatts at the beginning of 
last year, an 11 per cent gain over 
the previous' year. «The national 
figure was 3 per cent."

The. value of the 1961 Louisiana 
Sugar cane crop at the first pro- 
cessing level .is about $100,000,000. 
The value of the crop at the retail 
level is in excess of $150,000,000. 

The bumper crop was due to fav- 
orable weather conditions, improv- 
ed farming practices and a larger 
acreage of cane, There will be a 
further increase in the acreage of 
cane for the 1962 harvest. 

There were no government-im- 
posed acreage restrictions in 1960 
and 1961 and there will be none oa 
the 1962 crop; however, it now ap- 
pears that acreage curbs will be

The 650,000 tons of sugar pro- 
duced by Louisiana in 1961 was 
one-third more than the previous 
record high crop of 491,000 tons in 
1938. The 1962 cane yield per acre 
will exceed 25 tons per acre. The 
previous record high, during recent 
history, was 24.4 tons in 1955. 

The price which growers receive 
for cane depends on the price of 
ugar, the price of blackstrap mo- 
ses, and the sugar content of the 
cane. The prices of sugar and 
blackstrap molasses since the be- 
ginning of harvest of the 1961 cane 
crop have-averaged lower than the 
prices received for the 1960 crop. 
The sugar content of the cane was 
better than the previous crop. The 
actual average price per ton of 
enne will not be computed until 
after the pricing period which ends 
February 22; however it now ap- 
pears that the average price per 
net ton of cane should exceed that 
of one year. ago, due to the high 
sugar content in the cane.

Polling places for the growers' 
referendum on marketing quotas 
for the 1962 rice crop were an-| 
nounced today by A. R. Harring- 
ton, Chairman, Agricultural Stabil- 
ization and Conservation ‘County 
Committee. The location for Palm 
Beach County is the Palm Beach 
County Glades Office Bldg., Belle 
Glade. 

Polls will be open from 8:00 a. 
m. to 6:00 p. m. 

Chairman ` Harrington, reminds 
farmers that marketing quotas wil) 
continue in effect for the 1962 rice 
crop only if at léast two-thirds of 
the growers voting approve quotas 
in the-Jan. 23 referendum. 

If quotas are approved, growers 
who comply with their farm acre- 
age allotments for rice will be 
eligible for the full available price 
support and they will be able to 
market their entire crop free of] 
penalty. Growers who exceed their | 
farm acreage allotments for rice 
will be subject to a marketing} 
quota penalty for 65 percent of 
parity on their.excess production, 
and none of their ríce crop will be 
eligible.for price support. 

If marketing quotas are disap- 
proved in the Jan. 23, referendum, 
Mr. Harrington explained, there 
Will be no restrictions on rice mark- 
eting, but acreage allotments will 
remain in effect as a condition of 
eligibility for price support at 50 
percent of parity.
